MAY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3.1^7 

A uniform  price  of  $3 17  per  cwt.  was  computed  for  3.5^  Mlk  delivered 
by  producers  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne  Milk  Order.  For  milk  of  a 
higher  or  lower  test  this  price  will  be  adjusted  by  a butterfat  differential  of 
6.8  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or 
below  the  3.5^  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  the  applicable 
marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges  and  transportation  tax. 
The  computation  of  this  blend  price  is  shown  on  page  i;  and  the  class  prices  on 
page  3. 

The  $3.U7  price  for  May  1957  is  7 cents  below  the  May  price  of  a year 
ago.  It  is  12  cents  below  the  April  1957  price. 

PRODUCTION  AND  UTILIZATION 

Dairy  farmers  shipped  11. U million  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  May  1957.  This  is  0.5  million  pounds  or  less  milk  than  a year 

ago.  5.U  million  pounds;  h7%  of  the  total  milk  production,  was  utilized  as  Class 
I milk  (fluid  milk  and  cream  products)  by  the  Fort  Wayne  handlers. 

Average  production  per  farm  per  day  was  385  pounds  for  May  1957  as  com- 
pared with  367  pounds  a year  ago,  or  an  increase  of  slightly  under  5^.  Producers 
on  the  market  for  xMay  1957  numbered  952,  which  is  90  less  than  a year  ago. 

A.  D.  A.  DEDUCTIONS 

Evidence  of  opposition  to  the  method  followed  last  year  of  making  de- 
ductions for  the  A.  D.  A.  program  has  not  been  found  among  the  Fort  Wayne  pro- 
ducers. Accordingly,  handlers  desiring  to  cooperate  with  the  American  Dairy 
Association  of  Indiana  may  make  deductions  in  1957  from  the  milk  checks  of  pro- 
ducers who  are  not  members  of  cooperative  associations,  if  they  observe  the 
following  rules: 

1.  Notify  the  producers  of  the  rate  of  deduction  and  that  the  deduc- 
tions will  be  made  unless  a written  notice  is  received  by  the  handler  not  to  make 
them. 

2.  Keep  a file  copy  of  the  notice  issued  to  producers. 

3.  Keep  a file  of  the  notices  from  producers  who  object  to  the 
deductions . 

U.  Pay  the  amount  of  money  deducted  from  producers’  checks  to  the 
A.  D.  A.  of  Indiana.  Payment  will  be  verified  by  this  office  by  audit  of  handler’s 
records. 

JUNE  1957,  SUPPLY-DEMAtJD  ADJUSTMENT  - Plus  7?5 

The  supply  demand  adjustment  for  June  1957  will  be  +7^,  making  a total 
difference  between  the  June  Class  II  and  Class  I prices  of  82^.
